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HISTORY  LESSON  FOR  TODAY 

In  December,  1881,  there  were  seven  stu- 
dents pursuing  high  school  studies  in  Berkeley. 
Five  were  in  the  Kellogg  School  on  Center 
Street,  and  two  were  in  the  San  Pablo  School, 
West  Berkeley. 

In  1882,  a complete  course  of  study  for 
Berkeley  High  School  was  adopted. 

The  first  graduation  exercises  were  held  in 
1883  with  one  student  in  the  graduating  class. 

In  1884,  four  students  received  diplomas, 
and  at  that  time  the  high  school  was  placed 
on  the  accredited  list  by  the  University. 

Since  1884,  our  graduation  classes  have 
steadily  grown,  and  there  are  approximately 
220  graduating  seniors'  pictures  in  this  OLLA 
PODRIDA. 

Our  graduating  seniors  have  made  an  en- 
viable record  as  they  have  left  our  school  to 
go  into  occupations,  professions,  and  schools 
of  higher  learning. 

Colleges  and  universities  throughout  the 
United  States  now  seek  out  our  graduates  and 
encourage  them  to  attend  their  institutions. 
Last  year  representatives  for  twenty-five  dif- 
ferent colleges  were  sent  to  our  school  to  inter- 
view prospective  students.  Our  faculty  is  proud 
of  the  scholastic  achievement  of  our  graduat- 
ing seniors,  and  we  feel  they  are  making  every 
effort  to  live  up  to  the  motto  of  the  school, 
which  is,  "Education  for  Service." 

May  I extend  my  congratulations  to  the 
members  of  the  high  senior  class  for  staying 
in  school  until  they  have  received  their  high 
school  diplomas,  and  at  the  same  time  I would 
like  to  encourage  them  to  continue  the  good 
record  which  the  other  graduates  have  made 
since  that  first  student  was  graduated  in  June, 
1883.

I would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  students  of  BHS  for 
giving  me  the  opportunity  to  serve  you  as  your  president  this  term. 
It  is  an  honor  that  I shall  cherish  as  long  as  I live. 

When  I was  asked  to  write  my  message  for  this  page  of  the  Pod,  I 
found  it  difficult  to  find  words  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  coopera- 
tion that  each  and  every  one  of  you  students  gave  this  term  to  Berkeley 
High. 

My  mind  went  back  to  the  first  weeks  of  school  when,  with  the  con- 
fusion of  starting  the  new  term,  you  were  able  to  buy  a student  body 
card  and  attend  your  first  football  game.  A total  of  nearly  1 920  student 
body  cards  were  sold,  which  is  the  largest  number  that  has  ever  been 
sold  since  I came  to  BHS.  We  also  tried  something  new  this  term.  We 
distributed  to  merchants  posters  with  the  football  schedule  on  them, 
and  sold  season  tickets  to  adults.  From  this  undertaking  we  made 
nearly  $300. 

This  term  the  BOC  has  more  than  tried  to  have  a successful  term 
and  I know  that  it  was  successful.  Look  at  our  financial  standing!  For 
awhile  we  were  above  the  $3,000  level. 

Fun  Nite  was  enjoyed  by  all.  The  GA,  Block  B,  Junior  Prom,  Varieties 
and  Senior  Play  showed  what  tremendous  enthusiasm  our  school  pos- 
sesses. Our  football  team  again  won  the  ACAL  championship,  but  I 
doubt  they  would  have  been  so  successful  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
terrific  spirit  from  our  great  rooters'  section. 

The  BOC  started  this  term  with  two  important  goals.  One,  and  most 
important,  was  to  create  more  class  activities.  The  other  was  to  leave 
enough  money  for  the  spring  board.  The  classes  were  given  a chance 
this  term  to  have  charge  of  rallies  and  their  own  assemblies.  Through 
the  proceeds  from  football,  the  spring  BOC  will  be  put  in  a better 
financial  position. 

Thus  through  the  combined  efforts  of  our  student  body,  the  fall  term 
1953  was  a success,  and  this  I will  remember  for  a long  time  to  come.
